5. Power to relax ;—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it isl necessary or expedient so to do, it may', 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class Or category of persons;. 

6. Saving ;—Nothing in these rules shall' affect reservations, 
relaxation of the age limit and other concessions require.1 to 
be provided for the Scheduled Ca'tes, the Scheduled Triles 
and other special catgories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

1. (It These rules may he called the Defence Research and 
Developrncnt Service (Amendment) Rules, 1985. 
(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Gazette of India. 
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2. In the Defence Research and Development Service 
Rnlei> 1979, — 

|1) ill rule 8, after sub rule (1), (he followiufr suh-riilc 
shall be inserted, namelv :— 

“(lA) Nolwithstandinp the provisions of siib- 
nil'e (I), not more Uiun 200 posts in the prude of 
Scientist 'B' may be filled by appointment of 
‘Fellows' on their successful completion of irair- 
ing under the “Fellowship Scheme” us laid down 
in Schedule IV”; 

(21 in rLtle 9, for sub-rule (11, the following shall be 
substituted, namely 

“ (1) Persons appointed to the uradc of Scientist 
■R' of the service either by direct recruitment or 
by promotion or by re-employment before the age 
of superannuation, shall be on probation for a 
period of two years. Persons appointed to any 
other grade of the service viz. Scientist ‘C’. 
Scientist ‘D’, Scientist 'R', Scientist ‘F’ and Scien¬ 
tist 'G’, either by direct recruitment or by re- 
emplcyment before the age of superannuation, 
shall be placed on probation for a period of one 
year :

During the training, the 'Fellows’ will be paid a 
consolidated stipend of R-s. 1200 (Rupees twelve 
hundred only) per month or any other amount a.s 
determined by the Government from lime to time 
and they shall not be entitled to any other 
allowance. They shall be provided with Ffostel ac¬ 
commodation during the period of training. Where 
such accommodation is not provided, they shall be 
entitled to draw House Rent Allowance only at 
the Government prev.ailing rates on the amount 
of Fellowship. 

fjii) The 'Fellow^s' shall be required to execute a bond 
to serve in the Defence Research and Development 
Organisation on completion of their training for at 
least a period of three years, failing .vhich they 
shall be required to pay for the cost of Irninine as 
may he determined by the Governmenl. 

(iv) On successful completion of training, the ‘Fellows’ 
may be considered for appointment as Scientist 'B' 
in Defence Research and Development Service ns 
per the provisions contained in ntle 8(1.\). 

(v) Such appointments shall be treated as direct re¬ 
cruitment for all purposes. For the purpose of 
seniority. Scientist ‘B’ appointed through the 
•'Fellowship Scheme" shall rank enbloc junior to 
all those selected for appointment as Scientist ‘B’ 
through any other method prescribed in rule 6, 
including those who are selecled for appointment 
directly as Scientist ‘B’ earlier than the date of 
appointment of ‘Fellow’ as Scientist ‘B’. The senio¬ 
rity of ‘Fellows’ among themselves shall be fixed 
in the order of their merit. 

(vi) During the period of training, the ‘Fellows’ may be 
discharged from training at any time without notice 
and without assigning any reason, 

fvii) During the training the 'Fellows’ are required to 
pass all the tcstslexaminations which may be pres¬ 
cribed by the department. Those who ore not able 
to pass such tcstslexaminations and do not success¬ 
fully complete the training, shall not be considered 
for appointment to the grade of Scientist ‘B’ of the 
service.”
